He was an exhibitor, an expertises a 
commissioner, a trustee, an administrator, a judge, a 
researcher, an author and a journalist. 

Most impressively of all, he was always willing to 
share his expertise, with the tone of an enthusiast 
rather than a know-it-all. I could ask him anything, 
and he would either know the answer immediately or 
head off to find someone who did, among his vast 
network of worldwide contacts. 

And that sums up the hobby’s loss. Francis relayed 
a great deal of his wisdom over the years, both on 
paper and to willing listeners like me, but there is so 
much more knowledge that is now lost forever.

Treasure chest reveals 
300-year-old letters 

More than 2,500 undelivered entires are 
being studied by acadennics after being 
locked away in a trunk for more than 300 
years by a postmaster in the Netherlands. 

Sent between 1680 and 1706, they were 
retained by the postmaster in The Hague 
after they could not be delivered. In many 
cases they are marked ‘Niet hebben’, 
meaning that the addressee refused to pay 
to accept them; in other cases the intended 
recipient had moved away or died. 

The leather trunk was presented to the 
postal museum in The Hague in 1926, but its 
contents are only now being studied by 
scholars from universities including Oxford, 

Leiden and Yale. 

The letters were written in a wide range 
of languages, including Dutch, French, 

Italian and Latin. Special scanners will be 
used to examine the contents of sealed 
entires without actually opening them. 





Belgian issue to promote 
religious harmony 

Belgium has attracted international attention for its plan to issue a stamp 
promoting religious coexistence, featuring a bishop, a rabbi and an imam. 

Not scheduled for release until October 2016, its design is based on a 
photograph of Roman Catholic Bishop Johan Bonny, Rabbi Albert Guigui 
and Imam Khalid Benhaddou with hands clasped together. 

The inscription at the foot of the 1st class stamp translates as ‘Everybody 
equal, everybody different’. 

Belgium is a predominantly Catholic nation, but has large Muslim and 
Jewish communities, with occasional tensions between them. Shortly after 
the announcement of the issue, radical Belgian Muslims were implicated in 
November’s terrorist attacks in neighbouring France. 



Einstein theory commemorated by Hungary 



Hungary led the way in commemorating the 100th anniversary of Albert 
Einstein’s general theory of relativity, with a stamp issued in September. 

The 285f stamp has a photograph of Einstein alongside the mathematical 
equation which underpins the theory, which is essentially a geometric 
desciption of gravity. 

Einstein presented his ground-breaking paper The Field Equations of 
Gravitation to the Prussian Academy of Sciences on November 25, 1915. It 
introduced the concept of the curvature of space and predicted the 
existence of black holes. 

Born in Germany, but also a citizen of the Austro-Hungarian Empire from 
1911, Einstein had earlier expounded a special theory of relativity, the 
centenary of which was celebrated by many stamp issues in 2005. 
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Falklands issue hails 
a new type of cloud 

A set of four stamps from the FaLktand Islands illustrates cloud 
forms, including a new one which was formally recognised by the 
World Meteorological Organization during 2015. 

The 31p design shows asperitas (Latin for ‘roughness’), which has 
the appearance of tubulent and contorted waves. It is the first new 
cloud type to be recognised since 1951, partly due to the efforts of 
the British-based Cloud Appreciation Society. 

The other three designs feature the more common altocumulus, 
altocumulus lenticularis, cumulonimbus and stratocumulus. 

The issue honours the British meteorologist Luke Howard 
(1772-1864), dubbed the ‘Namer of Clouds’, whose classification of 
types proposed in 1802 is still in use today. 

Falklands clouds are very varied, influenced by the prevailing 
westerly winds which arise on the South American continent. 




Obituary: 

Francis Kiddle 

Francis Kiddle, one of world philately’s most 
distinguished collectors, exhibitors, jurors, 
experts, administrators and authors, has 
died at the age of 73. 

He was best known as one of the world’s leading experts on 
cinderellas, and was the Chairman of the FIP Revenue Commission 
until his death in Cctober. But he had an enormous breadth of 
interest and knowledge, and compiled many exhibits ranging from 
traditional to revenues and postal history to thematic. 

An FlP-accredited international judge since 1980, Kiddle served 
on more than 30 juries, and was president of the jury at the London 
2010 exhibition and London 2015 Europhilex. 

President of the Royal Philatelic Society London from 1994-96, he 
was invited to sign the Roll of Distinguished Philatelists in 1995 and 
was awarded the Lichtenstein Medal for service to philately in 2012. 

He also served as the President or Chairman of many local and 
specialist societies, including the Fleet Philatelic Society, the 
Hampshire Philatelic Federation, the Cinderella Stamp Club and the 
GB Overprints Society. 

Having worked in the British space industry for the Defence 
Evaluation & Research Agency until retiring in 1997, Francis Kiddle 
exchanged the world of rocket science for journalism, co-writing 
Stamp Magazine's regular Cinderella Corner feature for more than 
15 years with his brother Charles. 

He is much missed by the magazine, and by the philatelic world. 




Philippines

A Philippines stamp commemorating the 
Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation summit 
in Manila in Novemberwas retracted and 
reprinted just days before its issue date, 
due to a design error.

AUSTRALIA 1913^ 

Proof of the, 
unissued 1s 




The Arthur Gray collection of Australia from 
the King George V period, sold by 
Mossgreen, included this 1913 perforated 
plate proof of an unissued design. 

Recess printed by T S Harrison in 
brown-purple on gummed but 
unwatermarked paper, it depicts a black 
swan, a motif well established from the 
19th-century stamps issued by Western 
Australia. 

This Is value was intended to form part of 
the recess-printed series which began with 
the 1913 Id portraying the King and 
continued with the 1914 6d illustrating the 
laughing kookaburra. 

However, the expense and slow speed of 
recess-printing the required number of low 
value stamps quickly persuaded the postal 
authorities to abandon recess in favour of 
typography. This left the way clear for the 
Kangaroo & Map series to dominate the 
country’s postal history fora generation. 



HAWAII 1852 

Unique used pair of the 13c 



Hawaiian Missionary 
stamps featured 
heavily in Siegel’s 
sale, with the highest 
realisation being for 
this used pair of the 
1852 13c blue. 

Cancelled with the 
usual seven-bar grid 
handstamp, the 
stamps had been 
separated after use 
but have since been 
rejoined, recreating 
the only recorded 
multiple of this 
particular value. 

Hawaii’s early issues, printed locally on a newspaper press in Honolulu, were nicknamed 
because they were used mostly on mail posted by American missionaries to the remote 
island group on the Pacific, which was then an independent kingdom. 

Two similar designs exist, inscribed ‘Hawaiian Postage’ in 1851 and ‘HI & US Postage’ in 
1852. All values are very rare, and the surviving stamps are in fragile condition.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 1903 

$100 top value 

It was a selection of Straits Settlements high 
values which attracted most bidders at the latest 
auction held by Status International, not least a 
1903 $100 purple and green on yellow in 
unmounted mint condition. 

Typographed by De La Rue on paperwith a 
Crown CA watermark, this stamp was by far the 
top value in the King Edward VII definitive set of 
1902-03, with the next highest being just $5. 

It was clearly intended for revenue use, and 
has no listed catalogue price with a postal 
cancellation.

CANADA 1903 

2d tete-beche block 



The highlight of Eastern Auctions’ sale in Canada was 
an imperforate tete-beche block of the 1903-12 2c 
carmine from an uncut sheet of booklet panes. 

It came from an imperforate sheet submitted to the 
Postmaster General for approval, which subsequently 
found its way onto the philatelic market. 

Panes of six were printed in two columns, positioned 
tete-beche, with the plate number at the top. 

Only one other similar block exists, and this is by far 
the superior one. It was appearing at auction for the 
first time since 1979.

Civil War prize court cover Early multiple on cover 



Schuyler Rumsey’s sale had a fine range of prize court covers, 
seized fronn ships during the Union blockade of the Confederate 
ports in the US Civil War, including this unusual example. 

Sent by an American engineer from Hong Kong on August 16 1861, 
it was carried privately to (Unionist) New York, before the schooner 
Defiance, trying to run the blockade, was captured in September 
1862 while carrying it towards (Confederate) Savannah in Georgia. 

Seized passengers and cargo were brought before the so-called 
prize courts, and surviving mail carries annotations showing that it 
was used as evidence in a trial. 

In this case, the manuscript initials ‘HE’ are of Henry Flanders, 
Commissioner of the Philadelphia Prize Court.

ADEN & YEMEN 1904 

Unique mixed franking 



One of the four special sales organised by Grosvenor to celebrate 
its 100th philatelic auction centred on the Gary Brown collection of 
Aden postal history, and a highlight was this 1904 cover, the only 
one recorded with a mixed franking of Aden and Yemen. 

Sent from the Italian Consulate at Hodeida in Yemen, then in the 
Ottoman Empire, to the Minister of Foreign Affairs in Rome, it 
was franked with one 5p brown and two 20p mauve from the 1901 
issue of Turkey. 

Since all registered mail from Yemen at this time was obliged to 
pass through the port of Aden, which was governed as part of 
British India, it had a block of eight of the India 2a 6p ultramarine 
added to pay for the 3V20Z weight and registration fee.

The all-world sale at Phoenix offered a good selection of Penny 
Blacks, and among the highlights was this superb cover franked 
with a block of four from plate 2. 

Dated June 10, 1840, just five weeks after postage stamps went 
into use, the cover was sent by the Insurance Company of Scotland 
in Edinburgh to its agent in Kirriemuir. 

Multiples are rare on early covers. These stamps, in the intense 
black shade with corner letters HE to IF, were neatly cancelled by 
four red Maltese Cross handstamps.

GREAT BRITAIN 1979 

Missing colour error 



Warwick & Warwick’s latest auction offered a range of errors on 
Great Britain’s 1979 Centenary of the Death of Rowland Hill 
miniature sheet, including one of the rarest of the many missing 
colour errors. 

This is the omission of brown-ochre, which is easy to spot because 
it leaves the background of the 15p design white and the faces on all 
four stamps very pallid. Only six miniature sheets have been 
recorded with this error. 

Priced at a premium to raise funding for the London 1980 
International 



Exhibition, the sheet 
had already been 
printed when a 
decision was taken at 
short notice to 
increase the postage 
rates. Its hurried 
reprinting with 
amended values 
contributed to the 
catalogue of errors 
found in this issue.

R oyal Mail’s first new issue of 2016, 
out on January 7, commemorates 
what the mountaineer Sir Edmund 
Hillary described as ‘The greatest survival 
story of all time’. 

Entitled Shackleton & The Endurance 
Expedition, the eight-stamp set recalls the 
Imperial Trans-Antarctic Expedition led by 
Sir Ernest Shackleton in 1914-17, which is 
regarded as the last expedition of the heroic 
age of polar exploration. 

As an attempt to make the first land 
crossing of Antarctica via the South Pole, it 
was a dismal failure, abandoned even 
before it reached the continental landmass. 

Instead, it produced one of the greatest 
rescue stories in history, living up to its 
billing as the ‘Endurance Expedition’ 



(after the name of one of its two ships) and 
making Shackleton one of the most 
celebrated mariners and commanders of 
all time. 

The stamps tell the chronological story 
through the ground-breaking photography 
of the Australian adventurer Frank Hurley, 
who was the expedition’s official 
photographer. Designed by Robert Maude 
and Sarah Davies, they were printed in litho 
by International Security Printers, in sheets 
comprising se-tenant pairs. 

Although the issue marks no definite 
anniversary, it comes 100 years after the 
darkest days of the expedition, when the 
crew were marooned on pack ice after the 
loss of Endurance, with no obvious way to 
return to civilisation.

Three literature 
sets in 2016 special 
stamp programme 



Literature is the stand-out theme in Royal Mail’s 2016 
programme of special stamp issues, announced in 
November. 

There will be sets celebrating William Shakespeare, 
on his 400th death anniversary, Beatrix Potter, on her 
150th birth anniversary, and Agatha Christie, on no very 
obvious anniversary. 

Historical landmarks to be commemorated are Royal 
Mail’s own 500th anniversary (based on the 
establishment of its antecedent. The King’s Posts, in 
1516), the 350th anniversary of the Great Fire of 
London in 1666, and the Queen’s 90th birthday in April. 
Part three of the ongoing First World War series will 
focus on 1916. 

It has already been made clear that Sir Nicholas 
Winton will be among the British Humanitarians 
honoured in March, while the Landscape Gardens set in 
August is obviously timed to coincide with the 300th 
birth anniversary of Capability Brown, Britain’s most 
famous exponent of the art. 

No details have been announced of the Music Giants 
or An i mail issues, or of the October set, which may be 
another surprise in the recent Star Wars stamps. 

Three scheduled commemorative sheets will mark 
significant anniversaries of the Duke of Edinburgh 
Awards, the Australian & New Zealand Army Corps and 
the Battle of Hastings.

The biggest erroryet in 
the unfolding history of 
Post & Go stannps has 
appeared, in the fornn of 
British stannps 
machine-printed with 
Gibraltarian values. 

To add to Royal Mail’s 
embarrassment, the 
self-adhesive stamps 
were printed not by a 
carelessly set-up roving 
machine at an exhibition, 
as might have been 
expected, but by a 
back-office machine at the 
philatelic service in 
Edinburgh. 

Customers of Tallents 
House who received early 
orders of the home- 
printed equivalents of the 
stamps which were 
available at the Hong 
Kong 2015 International 
Stamp Exhibition (using 
the Hong Kong design 
from the Sea Travel 
pictorial set) were 
astonished to find that 
they included unfamiliar 
service indicators: Local 
Standard, UK Letter up to 
20g, UK Letter up to 30g, 

EU Letter up to 20g, 

Worldwide up to 20g and 
Registered Fee. 

It is reported that Royal “ ■ 

Mail was alerted to the 

error by customers who failed to spot the printing error but noticed 
that they had been charged £7.68 but had a receipt for only £6.12. 
Once it became clear what had happened, the initial print-run was 
quickly removed from sale, so later orders should therefore be 
from subsequent print-runs with the correct values. 

As we went to press, the scarcity of collectors’ strips of the 
error remained unclear. 

Post & Go pre-order printing has only recently been moved to 
Tallents House, to avoid relying on an outside contractor to produce 
the stamps for philatelic sale. Why the machine in question had the 
capability of printing Gibraltar stamps is a mystery. Why the 
printings were apparently not subjected to quality control checks is 
even more strange. 

Royal Mail’s success in exporting its Post & Go concept to other 
stamp issuing countries has been considered a feather in its cap, 
with Jersey, Guernsey, Gibraltar and Qatar adopting the vending 
machines and issuing stamps in the same format. 

However this episode seems to expose a weakness in the handling 
of the software involved, which all of the countries involved will be 
keen to see resolved.

SHACKLETON & ENDURANCE EXPEDITION PRINTING 

The Shackleton & The Endurance Expediton stamps were 
litho-printed by Cartor for ISP, on four different sheets of 
60 stamps, each divided into two panes of 30 by a 
horizontal gutter. 

Cylinder numbers are Cl x 3, phosphor Cl, with the 
phosphor applied in two vignetted broad phosphor bands. 
The year '2016' can be found microprinted on each design. 

POST & GO LOCATION IDENTIFIERS 

From November 16, identifying logos were introduced on 
the Machin-head stamps vended at the four naval 
museums which have Post & Go machines. 

Following swiftly on from the changes in the machine- 
printed text, with the initials of each museum replaced by 
something more recognisable (December issue, page 23), 
the logos give the stamps more character and clarity.

POST & GO ERRORS 

Despite the new-style security overlay being used on the 
Winter Fur & Feather 2nd class Post & Go designs, which 
clearly reads '2nd class’, we know of at least one post 
office machine which has been dispensing them with 1st 
class values. 

All of the collectors’ strips of four vended from the Post 
& Go machines at the Sindelfingen fair in Germany from 
October 29-31 had the wrong sequence of values: 1st, 1st 
Large, Europe up to lOOg and Euro 20g/World lOg, 
instead of 1st, Euro 20g/World 20g, Europe up to lOOg and 
Worldwide up to 20g. This was corrected for the Paris fair 
from November 5-8. 

POST & GO DEVELOPMENTS 

The Post & Go machines operating at the international 
exhibition in Hong Kong from November 20-24 offered the 
Hong Kong pictorial design from September’s Sea Travel 
set (see left) as well as the Union Flag design. 

Because of the small quantity required, these were 
printed digitally instead of by gravure. If the results are 
deemed satisfactory, there seems every likelihood that 
the same approach will be used again where appropriate. 

BUYING POSTAGE ONLINE 

Royal Mail’s SmartStamp system for printing out postage 
from a personal computer, launched in 2003 and aimed 
largely at small businesses, is being discontinued on 
December 31. The reason announced is that the 
application relied on outdated software which could not 
easily be upgraded. 

Alternatives exist, such as Click & Drop (designed to 
link with eBay accounts) and Online Postage (compatible 
with most operating systems).

Some British mail is still 
transported by train 

Your interesting feature on the Travelling 
Post Office (September issue, page 38) 
stated that the practice of sorting mail in 
transit on the railways came to an end in 
2004. In fact, the carriage of all mail by rail 
in Britain was terminated at that time. 

Even the use of trains merely to ferry 
mailbags from A to B was stopped, with the 
Post Office management citing the poor 
performance of the railway network as 
the reason. 

More recently, however. Royal Mail 
realised that relying on road transport (plus 
a small number of air services centred on 
Liverpool Airport) to move mail around the 
country was not such a good idea, and 
returned to carrying some of it on trains. 

The units used are Class 325 electric 
trains, built specifically for the carriage of 
mail in 1995-96, sometimes hauled by 
separate locomotives where the route 
involved is not fully electrified. 

These trains are currently operated on 
behalf of Royal Mail by German rail freight 
company DB Schenker, a subsidiary of 
Deutsche Bundesbahn.

LETTER OF THE MONTH 

Is Royal Mail deliberately shunning the 
idea of European integration? 

I fully agree with John Grace’s comments (December issue, page 33) regarding Royal 
Mail’s decision not to issue a stamp on the Europe theme in 2015. 

The last time Great Britain declined to issue a Europe stamp was in 2000, when the 
theme was the 50th anniversary of the Schuman Declaration, the French initiative which 
led to the founding of the European Coal & Steel Community and eventually to the 
European Economic Community and the European Union. Arguably, this was the most 
important development in Europe since the end of World War II. 

Another opportunity for a stamp issue celebrating European integration was missed in 
2007, when many other countries commemorated the 50th anniversary of the Treaty of 
Rome, the founding document of the European Union. 

Evidence of a lack of engagement with Europe in Britain’s stamp issuing policy over the 
years does not end there. There have been no special issues to commemorate Britain’s 
tenure of the rotating Presidency of the European Council or the various phases of EU 
enlargement, although these are common from other countries. There was also a loss of 
interest in issues marking European parliamentary elections after 1989, and the 
withdrawal of the 'E’ value definitive for postage to Europe in 2004. 

In fact, the last truly European-related issue from Great Britain was as long ago as 
1992, to celebrate the launch of the Single European Market. 

Royal Mail seems to imagine that any sign of association with the EU is politically toxic.

An unpromising job lot of old albums can still contain an exciting find, 
and even a unique exhibition piece. John Gledhill has the evidence 



Auction houses haven't got the time to 
give close inspection to what look like 
routine stamp collections. So 
occasionally the successful bidder for a 
job lot of old albums will strike it lucky 
and discover something remarkable 
lurking within their pages. 

There was a pleasant surprise waiting 
for one lucky buyer when he took a box 
full of albums home from a big London 
auction recently and gave them a closer 
look — not in the guise of an obscure 
variety of a stamp, as you might expect, 
but in the often underestimated form of 
a postal order. 

On the back of a page devoted to the 
former British colony of the Gold Coast 
(now Ghana), he found an old British 
postal order overprinted for use there 
during the reign of King Edward VII. 

British postal orders from this reign 
overprinted for other countries are 
extremely rare. In fact, only 18 were 



previously known. But there was more... 

After the buyer got in contact with the 
GB Overprints Society, and through them 
with the Postal Order Society, it became 
apparent that the layout of the 
'Poundage Payable in Gold Coast 
Colony’ overprint, with its Id on V 2 d 
surcharge in black, had never been seen 
before. It is unique. 

The society's list of known overprint 
types had to be recast, and the item 
(with its three Queen Victoria and King 
Edward VII Id stamps and datestamp of 
July 2, 1907) was put up for sale again, 
this time in the specialist environment of 
the Postal Order Society’s worldwide 
auction in November. 

There, it sold for £1,200, the second 
highest auction price ever for an 
overprinted British postal order. 

It was a welcome reminder that 
postal orders, which are officially 
deemed to be postal stationery by the 



Federation Internationale de Philatelie, 
can form an interesting component of 
any country collection and any 
competitive exhibit. 

It also represented a great return on 
the modest sum paid for the job lot at the 
original auction. The lesson to be 
learned is clear: never dismiss 
unpromising old albums, because they 
can contain outstanding gems.

TALKING POINT 



COMMERCIAL EXPLOITATION 

The Star Wars issue was ruthlessly exploited by Royal Mail to bring in every possible penny. 
Is blatant commercialism a bad thing for philately, or could it be a good thing? 



I n October, Royal Mail 
celebrated the Star Wars 
series of blockbuster filnns 
in a big way. With 10 gunnnned 
stannps, a self-adhesive 
miniature sheet, various 
presentation packs, first day 
covers, generic and customised 
Smilers sheets and framed 
souvenirs, it exploited the issue 
for all it was worth. 

For the first time in a while, it 
promoted its product range 
through many post offices, as 
well as through the media. It 
knew the film series had a huge 
fan base, and was determined to 
capitalise on that fact. 

Many felt that this was simply 
not philately as they know it, 
saying that stamps should 
reflect the nation — its history, 
its achievements, its people, its 
heritage — rather than being 
commercial products. These 
collectors probably decided 
many moons ago not to buy 
modern material. 

There are many others who 
still buy new issues, and accept 
that today’s special stamps are 
regarded more as collectables 
than as receipts for postage. 

That being the case, would it 
be so wrong for Royal Mail to be 
so blatantly commercial with 
every issue it produces? 

We are all painfully aware how 
few stamps are used on mail 
these days. When you go into a 
post office, you are often 
encouraged to use the Post & 

Go machine; or, if you do go to 
the counter, your postage tends 
to come in the form of a Horizon 
label printed to order by the 
postal clerk. If you want actual 
stamps, you have to ask for 
them specifically, and they may 
be provided with reluctance! 

However, stamps and 
collectables do still provide a 
useful income for Royal Mail, 
and this is a prime example. 

Let’s not kid ourselves. Star 
Wars fans will not become 
stamp collectors because of this 



issue, as their interest lies 
solely with Star Wars. However, 
their purchases will help to 
make the stamp programme 
profitable, ensuring that special 
issues continue to be produced. 

Even those who are content to 
run the course with their 
collection of modern Great 
Britain often complain about the 
number of issues, and their high 
face values. If more sets 



reached a larger audience, 
however, and could be milked 
for all they are worth, that might 
leave scope for reducing the 
frequency of issues, or the 
number of stamps in each, or 
their face values. 

Naturally Royal Mail hopes 
that every theme chosen for a 
stamp issue is going to have 
wide appeal. In reality, some 
will attract more attention than

others. The company can judge 
from its own sales figures which 
sets have that magic touch, and 
I am certain every reader will 
have some idea too. 

Concentrating on themes with 
the widest commercial appeal 
ought to lead to the more 
forceful promotion of special 
issues. At the moment Royal 
Mail encourages customers to 
order philatelic products 
through its website, but other 
retail outlets could be 
considered for issues expected 
to be money-spinners. 

It would be a major marketing 
exercise, but for each issue it 
should be possible to find new 
outlets prepared to sell stamp- 
related products. The ‘mark-up’ 
necessary would preclude basic 
mint stamps, but, as the Star 
Wars issue has shown, there is 
an increasing array of other 
material that can be offered. 

The general public will still 
respond to stamps if they are 
well marketed. The Gold Medal 
Winners series of 2012 proved 
that, with large numbers of 
customers buying the miniature 
sheets in response to British 
success in the London Olympics. 

The sales of greeting cards 
seem to be as strong as ever, so 
maybe people could yet be 
persuaded to start using more 
stamps on their mail. 

If it came down to a choice 
between the current situation, 
where more issues are 
produced at ever greater cost as 
Royal Mail tries to meet its 
tough financial targets, or a 
different future, in which fewer 
but more commercially 
inspired issues are targeted at 
larger audiences, which would 
you opt for? ■

FIRST ISSUE OF THE NETHERLANDS 1852-64 



Old Dutch 



The first stamp issue of the Netherlands did its job so effectively that its 
combination of three values remained in sole use for 12 years. Plating, 
postmarks and usage provide ample complexity for specialist collectors 



■ Report by Allan Brink 

A lthough feted for being the 
pathfinders in classic 
philately, most European 
countries' first stamp issues did not 
endure very long. 

In many cases they were 
replaced, supplemented or 
redesigned shortly after their issue, 
as the postal authorities got to 
grips with the practicalities of their 
use, responded to the danger of 
fraud or improved their printing 
technology. 

The first issue of the Netherlands 
was unusual in that it lasted a full 
12 years, and as a result it offers 
many interesting challenges for 
specialist collectors. 

Modern state 

The Kingdom of the Netherlands 
which emerged after the carving 
up of Napoleon's defeated French 
Empire at the Congress of Vienna 
in 1814-15 included what would 
become Belgium and Luxembourg. 
However, this state remained intact 
for less than a generation. 

Belgium gained independence in 
1830 following a revolution, and 
when its sovereignty was 
recognised in 1839 it also led to the 
independence of Luxembourg. 

Although the King of the 
Netherlands would also rule as 
Grand Duke of Luxembourg for 
most of the 19th century, it was a 
separate political entity, with its 
own postal arrangements. 

The power and wealth of the 
Netherlands might have declined 
since its golden age in the 17th 
century, but it retained a buoyant 
economy, based on international 
trade and gradual industrialisation, 
and a worldwide empire, of which 
the most important part was the 
Dutch East Indies. 

From as early as 1848, the 
Netherlands was a constitutional 
monarchy, with an increasingly 
liberal and democratic system of

government. Following the trend in 
other European countries, it 
introduced postal reform in 1850, 
aimed at simplifying postal rates 
and facilitating the efficient 
mailing of letters and documents. 

Rates reform 

Postal reform was introduced on 
September 1, 1850, with 
standardised postage rates based 
on both weight and distance. 

For a 1st class letter weighing up 
to 15g, the rates were 5c up to a 
distance of 30km, 10c for distances 
between 30km and 100km, and 15c 
for distances in excess of 100km 
(although this upper rate would be 
abolished on July 5, 1855). 

The basic rate was doubled for 
weights above 15g, tripled for 
weights above 30g, and quadrupled 
for weights above 50g. 

Three of a kind 

Curiously, adhesive stamps were 
not issued until January 1, 1852, 
some 14 months later. 

The three stamps in the first issue 
neatly matched the rates by way of 
a 5c blue, a 10c red and a 15c orange 
sharing the same design. This had 



a portrait of King William III in an 
oval surrounded by an ornamental 
frame, with the inscriptions limited 
to Tost ZegeT (postage stamp) at 
the top and the denomination in 
cents at the bottom. 

The design was line-engraved by 
J W Kaiser (who had also been 
involved in Belgium's first stamp 
issue in 1849) and plates were 
produced in Brussels by a company 
called Wiener using a roll-transfer 
process based on a single mother 
die, with a separate engraving 
adding the denomination of each

stamp in the lower left corner. 

The stamps were printed at the 
Royal Dutch Mint in Utrecht, in 
sheets of 100 on hand-made paper 
with no watermark. They were 
arranged in four blocks of 25, 
separated by 10mm margins, so 
that post office staff could easily 
divide a full imperforate sheet 1^

into four panes, facilitating the 
cutting-out of individual stamps. 

This sheet composition means 
that both horizontal and vertical 
inter-panneau pairs can be found, 
although these are very rare and 
sought-after. 

Printing and plating 

Since the issue remained in use for 
12 years, the stamps were reprinted 
numerous times and overall print 
quantities were high: more than

20 million of the 5c, almost 18 
million of the 10c and even 2.4 
million of the 15c top value. 

The 5c blue was printed from six 
different plates between January 
1852 and February 1863, and also 
exists in a large palette of different 
shades, as the printers could never 



replicate the same colour each time 
they had to print more. 

The 10c red was printed from no 
fewer than 10 different plates, with 
all stamps from plate 7 showing the 
'horn on the forehead' variety, 
where the mother die was 
scratched, leaving a short but

prominent line sticking out from 
the head of the king; the plate was 
used for some time, before it was 
retouched for use as plate 8. 

As the top value, with less usage 
than the others, the 15c orange was 
printed from only one plate. 
Nevertheless there is great 
variation in shades, in a range from 
orange-yellow to dark-orange. 

In most cases, apart from plate 7 
and 8 of the 10c, plates are hard to 
identify with certainty unless the 
position of the stamp on the sheet 
is defined as well. However, the 
issue has been thoroughly 
researched, and there is specialist 
literature (albeit written in Dutch) 
explaining how to plate it. 

Dutch philatelists have 
traditionally written the plate and 
position numbers on the back of 
these stamps in pencil, which can 
be helpful. 

Further clues are provided by 
over-inking. The first printings 
were made on white paper, but 
discipline slipped over time and 
the plates were not properly wiped 
off between printings, leaving 
many of the later stamps with 
excess ink. 

Postmarks 

There is a rich variety in the 
cancellations used on these stamps, 
taking up no fewer than 84 pages 



in the NVPH specialist catalogue. 
However, there are several basic 
types to look for. 

The first cancellations used were 
circular handstamps with the city 
name around the top, the date in 
numerals in the middle, and 
'Franco' under a horizontal line at 
the bottom. 

At first these had 'Egyptian' 
(slab-serif) inscriptions and the 
date did not include the year, but 
later types did indicate the year, 
and introduced a 'Grotesque' 
(sans-serif) typeface. 

From April 12, 1861, stamps were 
cancelled with a new rectangular 
boxed postmark simply inscribed 
'Franco', with a circular datestamp 
applied elsewhere on the cover 
where it was more legible. 

This later style of postmark offers 
clues when it comes to plating the 
stamps, as it would not usually be 
found on a 5c from plates 1-2 or on 
a 10c from plates 1-3. 

Long-line cancellations 
comprising a town name can also 
be found, as can numeral 
cancellations. Special postmarks 
were used on mail trains. 

Usage 

The postal service was quite 
sophisticated, with 120 fully- 
fledged post offices, 407 minor 
letter collecting agencies and an 



impressive total of 14,500km (about 
900 miles) of postal routes. 

The total volume of mail 
delivered increased steeply in the 
years following postal reform, 
from 10 million letters in 1852 to 
17.5 million in 1864. 

As in many pioneering countries, 
however, it took quite some time 
before stamps were universally 



DID YOU KNOW? 

The royal portrait used for the Netherlands’ 
first stamps is very similar to that seen on 
Luxembourg’s debut issue, which appeared just 
nine months later. 

That’s because King William III of the 
Netherlands was also Grand Duke William III of 
Luxembourg. The big difference is that he 
faces right on the Dutch issue, and left on the 
Grand Duchy issue! 
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accepted, as their use was not 
compulsory and there was no 
financial incentive offered to 
customers in the form of cheaper 
postage rates. 

In 1852, around 13% of letters 
were franked with stamps. By 1864, 
when they had been available for 



12 years, this had risen to only 25%. 

Covers sent abroad are fairly rare, 
except to neighbouring Belgium 
and the German states of Hanover 
and Prussia. A special lower rate 
applied for letters to cities which 
were just on the other side of the 
border, however.

Twelve-year itch 

The 1852 series met the 
Netherlands' postal requirements 
in a very satisfactory way, which 
ensured its longevity. 

When it was finally replaced, in 
1864, the new series had the same 
denominations and colours, but it 
was perforated and redesigned 
around a new royal portrait. 

It looks as if the King had 
retained most of his hair through 
middle age! ■

You can collect the first 
issue of the Netherlands on 
a nnodest budget. 

Fine used examples of 
the common 5c and 10c 
stamps will rarely cost you 
more than £10, and the 
scarcer 15c can be found 
from around £20.

Khartoum character 



Sudan's first air mail series of 1931-37 juxtaposed a heroic past, in the shape of 
General Gordon, with a brave new world, heralded by faster communication 

■ Report by John Winchester 



T he vastness and the terrain 
of Sudan created huge 
challenges for its Anglo- 
Egyptian administrators. The 
barren wastelands of the Nubian 
Desert, the endless central plains 
and the swamplands near the 
Ugandan border added up to 
almost a million square miles. It 
was only with the advent of the 
aeroplane that regular mail 
services became a possibility. 

In February 1931, Imperial 
Airways commenced its East 
African service, which included 
flights crossing the whole length of 
the Sudan, from Wadi Haifa in the 
north to Juba in the south. 

Three denominations of the 
famous Camel Postman definitive 
series were overprinted with Air 
MaiT for use on the post it carried, 
but steps were taken to commission 
a dedicated airmail series from the 
London printer De La Rue. 

One of the two designs considered 
was by Colonel W L Atkinson (an 
army friend of Captain Edward 
Stanton, designer of the 'Camel 
Postman' series), depicting a herd 
of elephants in the shadow of an 
aeroplane. 

The chosen alternative, however, 
was a desert landscape painted by 
Lady Rugman, wife of the 
Financial Secretary to the Sudan 
Government, to which was added a 
monoplane and a silhouette of the 
bronze statue of General Charles 
Gordon in Khartoum. 

The statue depicts a wistful-

looking Gordon, gazing out across 
the landscape from his stationary 
camel, perhaps waiting for the 
relief column that arrived too late 
to save him at the Siege of 
Khartoum in 1884-85. 

The design was not, as sometimes 
claimed, an alternative version of 
the Camel Postman, which 
depicted a post rider at speed, 
although it complemented that 
long-running series very well. 

The stamps were recess-printed in 
sheets of 50, in two colours, on 
paper with a sideways Multiple SG 
watermark, perforated 14. 

Initially there was a set of eight, 
three denominated in milliemes 
(5m, 10m and 15m) and five in 
piastres (2p, 3p, 31ip, 41ip and 5p), 
issued on September 1, 1931. 

Values of 3m (for the inland 
postcard rate) and 2V^p were added 
in January 1933, and an impressive 



total of 12 denominations was 
completed in October 1935 by 
further issues of 71ip and lOp. 

It was also in 1935 that the series 
became subjected to a battery of 
disastrous bilingual surcharges, 
carried out locally in Khartoum. 
The idea was to use up redundant 
values and cover for temporary 
shortages, but the outcome was an 
embarrassment, with its double 
and inverted overprints, missing 
and flattened letters. 

When further surcharges were 
required, in 1938, the work was 
entrusted to De La Rue and the 
outcome was much improved. 

A final twist came in 1936-37, 
when the eight denominations that 
were still in use were reprinted 
with a perforation of IV/i x 12V^, 
concluding a very collectable series 
which reflects a fascinating period 
of colonial development. ■

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LUNDY’S PUFFIN STAMPS 



Puffin post 



The puffin has two natural habitats: the rocky shores of North Atlantic islands and 
the stamps of Lundy. Why do these local carriage labels hold so much fascination? 



■ Report by Lewis Tauber 



T he puffin, that quaint and 

almost comical seabird with 
a brightly striped triangular 
bill and striking ebony black and 
pristine white plumage, lives on 
many of the rocky shorelines of the 
North Atlantic. Philatelically, 
however, it is synonymous with 
one small island: Lundy, in the 
Bristol Channel. 

This is true literally, because the 
island takes its name from the 
ancient Norse word meaning 
puffin. It is also true economically, 
because Lundy is the only place on 
Earth whose currency and stamps 
have been denominated in puffins. 

The stamps in question are local 
issues, of course, carriage labels 
valid only for paying a handling 
charge between the island and the 
British mainland. So what makes 
them so collectable, and which are 
the varieties to look for? 

Man who would be king 

The puffin post was the brainchild 
of a wealthy businessman from 
Sussex, Martin Coles Harman, who 
bought Lundy for £16,000 in 1925 
with the grandiose intent of 
establishing a domain outside the 
jurisdiction of the British 
government, of which he would 
be king. 

Harman maintained that since 
the island, which has an area of 
less than two square miles, lies 
outside of the three-mile limit of 
British territorial waters, it was 
entitled to be independent. He 
quickly set about putting this 
theory to the test. 

In 1929 he declared his new

currency, the puffin, where one 
puffin was worth one penny, and 
began to mint coins in Vzd and Id 
denominations. That landed him in 
court, where he was prosecuted 
under the Coinage Act. 

He eventually lost a heavily 
contested legal battle in 1931, and 
was obliged to withdraw the coins, 
which became collectors' items. 
Attention had by now switched to 
stamps, a field in which local issues 
were not against the law. 

The British Post Office had 
operated a sub-post office on the 
island since 1898, but with the tiny 
local population declining it was 
not covering its expenses. Harman 
insisted that it should close, and it 



did so on January 1, 1928. 

He then set up his own postal 
service in its place, appointing his 
land agent F W Cade as Postmaster 
and making arrangements for 
boats to carry mail between Lundy 
and the ports of Barnstaple and 
Bideford on the north coast of 
Devon. On November 1, 1929, he 
issued its first stamps, a 14-puffin 
pink and 1-puffin blue, printed in 
litho by Bradbury Wilkinson in the 
amazing quantities of 500,000 each. 

This time, Harman observed 
British regulations. He was 
permitted to require that any letter 
from the Lundy to the mainland, or 
vice versa, had to bear a puffin 
stamp as a handling charge. 



DID YOU KNOW? 

Although Lundy is often called Lundy Island, the 
second word is redundant. The name is derived 
from the old Norse words Tunde’, which means 
puffin, and ’ey’, which means island.

AIRMAIL STAMPS 



Airmail stamps were issued for Lundy from as early as 1935, when 
Atlantic Coast Air Services (later Lundy & Atlantic Coast Air Lines) 
began carrying mail between the island and Heanton aerodrome, 
near Barnstaple. 

At first the service used numbered red, yellow and blue coil stamps 
which carried only simple inscriptions. Although they were gummed, 
they were dubbed ‘tram tickets' after their primitive appearance. 

In 1936 it introduced large-format rouletted stamps illustrated 
with a map showing Lundy, Barnstaple, Bideford and the aerodrome. 
Genuinely pictorial designs followed in 1937 and 1939, showing 
planes flying over Lundy and past its lighthouse. 

All of these stamps were denominated in pence and shillings, 
rather than in puffins.

although he had to pay lip-service 
to the rule (which was not always 
followed, and was later relaxed) 
that it must be affixed to the back 
of the envelope to distinguish it 
from the issues of the General 
Post Office. 

Onward delivery to anywhere 
else in Britain required a British 
stamp, so the Lundy postmaster 
had to keep a stock of these too. 

Puffin colony 

The original plan was to indicate 
each stamp's face value by means of 
the number of puffins depicted. 

Accordingly, the V^-puffin design 
illustrated the top half of a bird, 
while the 1-puffin design showed a 
full-length bird. Additional values 
issued in 1930 pictured 6, 9 and 12 
puffins to match their respective 
values. 

With higher values required, 
however, this policy quickly began 
to look untenable. When new 
engraved definitives were issued in 
1939, the 2p blue, 3p black and 4p |>

brown reverted to showing only 
one puffin in a common design. 

The puffin has continued to 
adorn Lundy definitive designs to 
this day. In 1951 it shared the 
limelight with other seabirds in the 



Birds On The Wing series, 
appearing on the Vzd value only, 
but the issue of 1957 reverted to the 
1939 Standing Puffin illustration 
for all values, and decimal issues 
from 1971 used a common design 
showing the head of a single bird. 
Since 1991, another common design 
has depicted a pair of puffins, one 
standing and one sitting. 

Overprints and surcharges 

Most collectable of all the puffin 
stamps are the various overprints 
and surcharges which began to 
appear from 1940. 

First came wartime surcharges in 
aid of the Red Cross in 1940, 
creating values from Vzp + Vzp to 
12p + 12p, with inverted, doubled 
and misspelt overprints existing. 

The following year there were 
'V' (for victory) and pictorial 
overprints featuring a fighter 
plane, flying from right to left, in 
support of the war effort. These 
exist in black, red, blue, green and 
brown to contrast with the colour 
of the printer stamp. 

In 1943 came more aeroplane 
pictorial overprints, this time with 
the plane facing right and a TX 
Anniversary' inscription in gold, 
rather curiously marking the ninth 
anniversary of airmail services. 

There were also overprints, with 
surcharges, marking the 40th 
anniversary of the Wright Brothers' 
first flight, featuring their biplane 
in a different colour from the rest 
of the overprint. Again there are

many recorded varieties, including 
the whole overprint or just the 
plane inverted. 

Finally came 'By Air' overprints 
on a range of values in 1950, with 
varieties including narrow or wide 
spacing between the two lines. 

Besides these overprints there 
were provisonal surcharges on 
stamps from the original definitive 
series in 1943, 1951, 1969 and 1971, 
and on the 3p in the engraved 
series in 1965. Here, collectors 
should watch out particularly for 
misplaced overprints by the 
Gazette Printing Service in 
Bideford or Atlantic Coast Studios 
in Barnstaple, which fail to 
obliterate the old values. 

Special issues 

Puffin stamps also appeared for in 
special issues in 1942 and 1953. 

The 1942 miniature sheet entitled 
Tighearna (Gaelic for 'chief' or 
'lord'), which comprises two Vzp, 
one 2p and one 9p definitives, 
appears in various forms: 
imperforate or perforated with 'IX 
Anniversary' aeroplane overprints 
in black, or perforated with the 
overprints in gold. The overprint 
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Tlgheanra,

also exists misplaced or inverted, 
and some sheets have The Son of 
the Chief' insead of The Chief' 
inscribed in the lower margin. 

For the Coronation of Queen 
Elizabeth II in 1953, a set of seven 
comprising the Vip, Ip, 2p, 4p, 6p, 
9p and 12p values were 
overprinted 'Coronation/ 2-6-1953', 
with two of these additionally 
overprinted 'By Air'. 

Black-and-white imperforate 
miniature sheets were also 
produced, and sold either mint or 
with a special cachet. They were 
never postally used, and stamps 
cut from them are sometimes 
mistakenly identified as proofs.

FIND OUT MORE 



A must-read for Lundy collectors 
is The Postal History of Lundy by 
legendary postmaster F W Gade, 
published around 1966. 

The 13-page booklet is a vivid 
month-by-month account of 
Martin Coles Harman's 
establishment of the postal 
system and Gade's 45 years of 
running it, recalling people and 
events in extraordinary detail. 

Unfortunately it is long since out 
of print, and scarce.

Lundy today 

Lundy was donated to the National 
Trust in 1969, and is now 
administered on its behalf by the 
Landmark Trust. Besides 
holidaymakers and day-trippers, it 
has a resident population of around 
30, including the current 
Postmaster, Ceri Stafford. 

The post office occupies what 
Stafford calls a 'comfortable' area 
of 15ft X 10ft (4.5m x 3m), and can 
fulfil orders for a range of issues, 
some dating as far back as 1961. 

Lundy's back catalogue now 
extends to more than 360 stamps, 
excluding errors and varieties. ■

Azore highs 



The Portuguese outpost of Horta had only two defintive series, between 1892 
and 1905, but both are collectable and one could boast a famous designer 



■ Report by Adrian Keppel 

T he Azores, a group of 

volcanic islands situated in 
the Atlantic Ocean, 850 
miles west of Portugal, were settled 
by the Portuguese in the 15th 
century From 1868 the archipelago 
had its own stamp issues, and these 
continued in use throughout the 
islands until the early 1930s. 

However, there was a short 
period, from 1892 to 1905, during 
which separate stamps were 
additionally issued for its three 
administrative districts. 

One of these was Horta, which 
consisted of the islands of Pico, 
Faial, Flores and Corvo. It was 
named after its small capital city on 
the sheltered east coast of Faial, 
which was becoming an important 
stopover harbour for ships needing 
to refuel on translatlantic crossings. 

The first of Horta's two definitive 
sets was introduced in April 1892. 

The design by M D Neto, which 
was used by the other two districts 
as well, was essentially a 
reworking of the definitive design 
issued in the motherland, with an 
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perforation gauges can be found: 
lP/ 2 , 121/2 and I 31 / 2 . 

Given the relatively small 
population and the fact that 
general Azores stamps could be 
used as an alternative, Horta 
stamps are not easy to find on 
cover. Look out especially for the 
officially authorised bisect of the 
5r value, which should be 
postmarked in 1894.

almost full-face portrait of 
Portugal's young King Carlos I. 

Printed by letterpress by the Mint 
in Lisbon, the stamps were 
denominated in reis. By August 
1893 the set comprised 11 values, 
extending from 5r to 300r. 

All the stamps were 
monochrome, but the four highest 
values, from lOOr upwards, were 
printed on coloured paper. 

There is some scope for 
specialisation in this series. There 
is the odd shade variety, and the 
stamps were printed on either 
chalk-surfaced or enamel-surfaced 
paper. Also three different 



In 1897, two years after Portugal 
got a new definitive set, Horta too 
received its new definitive set, 
based on the same generic design 
by the celebrated French artist 
Louis-Eugene Mouchon. 

Once again it had an almost 
full-face portrait of the King, this 
time sporting a more pronounced 
handlebar moustache and in a 
more elegant frame. 

Again printed by the Mint by 
letterpress, and still with the 
higher values on coloured paper, 
this was a proper key plate design, 
with the value and district name 
added in a separate pass through

the press, in black or carmine. 

When issued on January 1, 1897, 
the set comprised 13 values 
ranging from 2V^r to 300r. Between 
1898 and 1905 a few extra values 
were added, including a 500r in 
1901, and some existing ones were 
reissued in different colours. 

This is a much more 
straightforward series to collect, 
with the only real variety being the 
115r printed on cream paper rather 
than the usual pink paper. 

In 1905 a royal decree brought an 
end to separate issues for Horta 
and the other two districts, and the 
general Azores stamps were once 
again the only ones in use. 

In 1908 the King departed too, 
the victim of an assassin's bullet. ■

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Q. How to Build a Good Stamp Collection? 
A. (Hint) If it's easy - maybe it is TOO easy... 
10+ 'TOP TIPS' for Successful Collecting 

As many of you know I made the decision to give up collecting 
when I started full-time in the trade 43 years ago. But here's what 
I perceive as a mistake I made in terms of re-sale value and in 
enjoyment. If you are not bothered about VALUE then you don't 
need to read further... 



What I collected then was easy to source. It was 
good quality. They were (and still are) lovely stamps 
but they would be worth less now than when I col- 
lected and that’s more than 40 years ago. The basic 
mistake I made then was thinking that ‘easy’ made 
for a good stamp collection. Yes, ‘easy’ made for a 
lovely collection but I could buy those same stamps 
- in the SAME quality - from any number of differ- 
ent sources. I still can today ... so if I can buy them 
easily today - will their value have appreciated? Has 
demand for what is/was easily available increased? 
The answer is a firm NO. 

TIP As an ‘aside’. In particular be wary of ‘inertia’ sell- 
ing delivery systems - where you pay on direct debit 
/ standing order system / monthly invoice. These sys- 
tems usually hide the highest mark-ups in our in- 
dustry and the lowest recovery value when it comes 
to sale. You are going to find this story particularly 
incredible - but about 13 years ago I was once called 
to clear a house-full of stamps. The owner had died 
leaving many lOO’s of unopened New Issue deliv- 
ery envelopes. I opened one of the oldest envelopes. 
Inside was a note from the supplier saying sorry they 



had not delivered the MINT 1929 PUC £1 ! Ah well, 
I thought “such is life” - the collection included both 
mint Wembleys + literally masses more. Imagine my 
surprise when the next envelope opened included a 
MINT PUC £1 with a note saying “we found one for 
you” (and then the realisation that this High Value 
stamp had lain inside the same envelope for so long 
that it had a large brown ‘rust-spot’ on the reverse! 

Returning to subject: So, what forms the basis of 
a GOOD stamp collection if I want ‘resale VALUE’? 

TIP 1). The answer is, as usual, a combination of fac- 
tors . . . BUT, if you think in terms of desirability and 
then dial in quality ... this makes for a collection 
that others will wish to purchase. Of course collect- 
ing means that some of the stamps you source will be 
easily available . . . but if ALL the stamps you collect 
are easily available and on average they cost very 
little each ... then you may have 1,000’s of different 
stamps whose value lies in the actual handling cost 
of the supplier - not in their intrinsic value. So when 
it comes to selling this may result in little / no inter- 
est. Of course it goes without sa 3 dng TIP - Always 
collect the Best quality that you can afford.

2) . Sadly, in some senses, the Philatelic World has 
changed. Gone are the days when in 1980 100,000 
different Collectors descended upon the 1980 Inter- 
national Stamp Exhibition at Earls Court. I know be- 
cause I was there. An International Stamp Show in 
the ‘west’ today may be lucky to see 10,000 visitors. A 
stamp fair today in a local village / town may be lucky 
to see 30 visitors let alone 20 actual buyers . . . when 
you consider that 15 dealers may have travelled to 
such a venue - is it any surprise that many Collec- 
tors may see the same stamps they saw at that same 
venue a month before? 

3) . No, the answer is that Stamp Collecting is alive 
and well - stamp shops are almost non-existent, for- 
tunately there’s still a few left - but ‘underground’ 
- on-line, by mail-order and at auction things are 
still ‘humming’ depending upon whom you are deal- 



ing with. So, let’s look at potentially / probably the 
biggest sourcing area of the hobby apart from retail 
which is fairly self-explanatory . . . and that is bidding 
/ buying at Stamp Auction. 

4). Nowadays there are three types of stamp 
auction: - Pure Internet / Public - (including on-line 
bidding) / Postal (Mail-Bid Sales - including on-line). 
Each has its strengths and weaknesses. Let’s start 
with Pure Internet live auctions, I won’t mention 
names but in some senses these are today’s equiva- 
lent of the ‘Wild West’. As fast as these internet Giants 
catch up with the some of the crooks using them, the 
crooks move a step ahead . . . many internet bidders 
using them are ‘hooked’. 

TIP 4a). They have become ‘live auction obsessed’ 
unwilling/ not capable of looking elsewhere - thinking 
that bidding /buying this way guarantees value which

it does not. What happens when they come to sell? 
Perhaps then they realise that only some of what 
they may have glistening is 'gold’. Indiscriminate 
internet auction bidders buying 1,000’s of low price 
items ... may have spent large sums IN TOTAL ... 
but may not have created desirable collections. The 
cost of a low priced item is the labour and cost of 
selling it. Nothing changes when that item comes to 
being re-sold. 

TIP 5). Now let’s look at Public Auction. Yes - you 

will be hard pressed to find a Public Stamp Auction 
that does not accept on-line / live internet bidding. As 
with 'Pure Internet’ stamp sales - and perhaps even 
more so - 'Caveat Emptor’ (buyer beware becomes 
even more the mantra. Generally individual lots may 
have higher average values so that lots offered are of- 
ten higher value collections, accumulations or higher 
value sets / singles / rarities. Such auctions are the 
'haunts’ of dealers and astute buyers . . . but risk is at- 
tached, plus the absence of guarantees and the per- 
nicious unpleasant buyer’s premium + other charges 
which at certain auctions can convert a £1000 stamp 
purchase into as much as an invoice for £1,300. 

TIP 5a).There are bargains to be had - but it is very 
much a 'big boys’ playing field. Some of these auctions 
deliberately under-estimate lots that they know are 
worth far more ... so that they can then have the du- 
bious pleasure of publicising that a £1,000 estimated 
lot realised £10,000, when perhaps their knowledge 
suggested it should have been estimated at upwards 
of £5,000 in the first place ... (hence - how wonderful 
they are). 

TIP 5b). For certain types of lots such as actual Col- 
lections offered fairly intact the absence of guaran- 
tee combined with unreliable estimate means that 
for those who do not physically view a Public Stamp 
Auction and bid 'blind’ - this is a dangerous place to 
be. Of course this may work to the advantage of an 
astute bidder who is actually present to physical- 
ly view lots in the auction room. Historically that 
person was usually a Dealer. Perhaps less so these 
days. 

TIP 6). Finally we come to look at Postal Auc- 
tions/ Mail-Bid Sales. First I must profess that I 
have an interest in a Mail-Bid / Postal Auction Sale. 
My company U P A conducts the largest postal auc- 
tions in the UK... What should the Collector or Deal- 
er be looking for here? 

TIP 6a). Most good Postal Auctions including U P A 
offer Collectors a No Quibble Refund Guarantee 
(NQRG) ... andby'NoQuibble’Imean iVOQU/RRL^; . 



Look for this - it is crucial. You are probably not 
actually seeing the stamps before bidding ... so no 
guarantee would mean unacceptable risk. 

TIP 6b). Unlike Public Auctions most Postal Auctions 
'break’ many collections into smaller 'collector-sized’ 
units so that you may find what you seek without 
having to purchase what you do not need - it follows 
that most of the stamps in most postal auctions may 
be owned by the company presenting the auction. It is 
not viable to sell low priced lots on a commission ba- 
sis. Ask yourself why you may be asked to pay a buy- 
er’s premium? Is it actually a Vendor’s lot or owned 
by 'The House’? 

TIP 6c). The Buyer’s Premium was introduced to 'split’ 
cost between buyer and seller so that a 'low’ seller’s 
commission looks attractive (if you forget about the 
premium the buyer is paying for the seller’s stamps). 
Be aware of this or deal with auctions not charging a 
buyer’s premium. You are in control. You can bid any- 
where that you find what you seek - but it is good to be 
aware and informed. 

TIP 6d). Prices Realised are IMPORTANT. For some 
unknown reason - even some larger Postal / Mail-Bid 
Auctions still do not produce lists of what their lots 
sold for after the auction. Look for auctions provid- 
ing this feature - it provides reassurance combined 
with a trackable 'snapshot’ of current market values 
PLUS what is selling and what is not selling. You can 
learn such a lot from 'Prices Realised’ - I study them 
each day. 

TIP 7). Credit Cards. 75% of some auction sales are 
settled by credit / debit card. The Biggest in the land 
has no need to charge you for use of them . . . Sheer 
volume of business accesses lowest rates. Why are you 
paying a premium to use your card? Is the supplier 
making a profit upon the extra % you are charged to 
use your card? 

TIP 8). Look for unique 'Collector friendly’ benefits 
that turn the disadvantage of lots not being sold to 
your advantage. U P A, for example, has for the past 
15 years offered their Unique Reducing Estimate 
System (URES) whereby lots are increasingly re- 
duced in estimate price till sold - some have reached 
one penny and then sold. Approaching one million 
lots have been offered through this system. 

TIP 9). Cost of Delivery is one of the most annoying 
hidden costs that collectors absolutely abhor. Look 
for transparency in this area. 

TIP 10). Beware the Seller / Auction NOT including 
Insurance when sending your winnings. 



And Finally We come to choice ... and mind-set ? 

TIP Without Choice we have nothing. So it follows that you need substantial choice to form a good, 
even great, stamp collection. You cannot do business when each time you ‘visit’ all you see is what 
you have seen before - stagnating stocks offered at prices that ensure continued stagnation. If 
choice is limited you’ll never find philatelic items you need - or even that you were unaware of 
their existence. That’s the joy of collecting. The thrill of the unexpected, the chance find. You need 
dealers that want to help and auctions that wish to serve - so, in stamps ‘attitude is all’. 

So when you’re searching for a stamp auction compare it against your list above of what to 
look for and if and when you’re offered a ‘No Risk Free Trial’ . . . please consider - take it Now ♦

Fossil record 



Paleontology involves studying how 
prehistoric life evolved on planet 
Earth. But how has paleontology 
itself evolved as a philatelic theme? 

■ Report by Michael Kogan 



P aleontology (alternatively 
spelt palaeontology) is the 
scientific study of prehistoric 
life through geology and biology 
It is concerned with the analysis 
of ancient plant and animal fossils 
preserved in rocks, and the study 
of their origins, evolution and 
environment, in the eons before 
homo sapiens came to dominate 
the Earth. 

It therefore looks back to the very 
start of life on our planet, 
somewhere between 3,000 and 
4,000 million years ago. 

The fossilised remains of 
prehistoric animals, especially 
large ones such as dinosaurs, have 
long stirred the imagination, but 
vegetable matter and microscopic 
organisms equally help to tell the 
story of the evolution of life. 

A thematic collection of philatelic 
material relating to paleontology is 
therefore wide-ranging and 
endlessly fascinating. What were 
the major milestones in 
'paleophilately'?

INSPIRATIONS 



People have been finding fossils since ancient 
times, but paleontology as a science was not 
established until the middle of the 19th century, 
and was reliant on the input of scientists from 
many other disciplines. Foremost among these 
were Carl Linnaeus and Charles Darwin. 

Linnaeus (1707-78), a Swedish botanist, 
devised the system of taxonomy, with which all 
biologists, botanists and paleontologists 
classify animal and plant species. The first 
stamps commemorating him were issued by 
Sweden in 1939. 

Darwin (1809-82), a British naturalist, laid 
the groundwork for paleontology with his 
theory of evolution. On The Origin of Species by Means of 
Natural Selection, which was published in 1859. The first of 



many stamps honouring him were issued by Ecuador in 1936, 
to commemorate the 100th anniversary of his famous visit to 
the Galapagos Islands on HMS Beagle. 
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First postmarks 
featuring dinosaurs, 
1935-39 

The first dinosaur-themed postmarks appeared in 
the USA in the 1930s, thanks to promotional meter 
frankings used by the Sinclair Oil Company. 

The firm had a sauropod dinosaur as part of its 
logo to symbolise the length of time its petroleum 
(which originates from fossilised organic material) 
had been forming in the ground. 

In 1935 and 1938, Sinclair also produced 
collectable stamp-like labels depicting dinosaurs, 
along with a dedicated album, to attract customers 
to its filling stations. 
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First covers featuring 
dinosaurs, 1946 



The first depiction of dinosaurs on pictorial first day covers was in the 
United States in August 1946. 

When a stamp was issued to celebrate the centenary of the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington, DC (which includes a large 
Department of Paleobiology), souvenir covers produced by the 
Phoenix-Connecticut insurance group illustrated a sauropod, most 
likely a diplodocus. 

For many years the largest dinosaur known, diplodocus lived in 
North America at the end of the Jurassic period, between about 
154 and 152 million years ago. 

Covers for the issue also exist showing other dinosaur species, such 
as a stegosaurus. 
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First stamps honouring 
paleontologists, 1947-52 

The first stamps portraying a paleontologist were issued by the 
USSR in January 1947. 

Values of 30k and 50k honoured Alexander Karpinsky (1847-1936), 
who was best known as a geologist but was also a paleontologist. He 
made some important paleontological discoveries while working in 
the Ural Mountains. 

The first stamp issued in honour of a dedicated paleontologist was a 
40k from the same country in 1952 showing Vladimir Kovalevsky 
(1842-83), most famous for his thesis on the evolution of the horse.

First stamp showing

The first stamp celebratingand illustrating an 
academy of paleontology was issued by Monaco in 
March 1949. 

In a set of 12 featuring various areas of interest 
of Prince Albert I, one stamp showed the Institute 
for Human Paleontology in Paris, which he 
founded in 1914 and which was responsible for a 
number of important archaeological digs. 

Other designs in the set illustrate the 
prehistoric painting of an auroch from the 
Lascaux caves in France, and the Anthropological 
Museum in Monaco. 
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INDIA POSTAGE 
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First stamp 
showing prehistoric 
animals, 1951 

Prehistoric animals appeared on stamps for the 
first time in January 1951, when India marked the 
centenary of the Indian Geological Survey with a 
stamp showing Stegodon ganesa, an extinct relative 
of the elephant. 

Stegodons are believed to have evolved nearly 
15 million years ago and become extinct about 
30,000-40,000 years ago. They appear to be a 
transitional species between true mastodons on 
the one hand and true elephants on the other. 

They were depicted on the stamps because 
fossil tusks discovered in 1928 contributed to 
fixing the age of important geological rock 
formations in the Kashmir Himalayas.

The first stamp showing a fossil 
was issued by Algeria in August 
1952, in a set of two marking the 
19th International Geological 
Congress. The 15f value depicted 
an ammonite fossil, Berbericeras 
sikikensis. 

Ammonites, a group of marine 
molluscs which became extinct at 
the same time as the dinosaurs, 
are excellent 'index fossils', as it is 
often possible to link the layer of 
rock in which they are found to 
specific geological time periods.

Dinosaurs were the dominant land 
animals for 135 million years, and their 
fossils were first identified as long ago 
as the early 19th century, yet it was not 
until 1958 that one was first illustrated 




on a stamp. 

In April 1958, China issued a set of 
three devoted to Chinese Paleontology, 
and the image on the 8f value was of 
Lufengosaurus huenei, a herbivorous 
prosauropod of the early Jurassic 
period whose remains had been 
discovered at Lufeng and had become 
the first complete dinosaur skeleton to 
be put on display in China. 

The other stamps in the set show a trilobite and a giant deer, and the first 
day cover is very rare, as it was produced in a limited edition of 1,000. 



First stamp showing a

From 1958 to 1961, Switzerland's Pro Patria series of semi-postal 
stamps featured fossils and minerals from museum collections, and 
the 1961 set was the world's first to show a plant fossil. 

The fern illustrated 

appears to be from the ’ j 

Asterotheca genus, 

dating from 250 million 

years ago.

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First dinosaurs pictorial set, 1965 

The first pictorial set of stamps devoted to prehistoric animals was issued in March 1965 
by Poland, showing 10 dinosaurs including tyrannosaurus, stegosaurus, brontosaurus 
(now reclassified as apatosaurus), brachiosaurus and styracosaurus. 

The designs were based on colourful illustrations by Zdenek Burian (1905-81), the Czech 
artist who played a central role in the development of palaeontological reconstructions 
during a remarkable career spanning five decades, and is regarded by many as the most 
influential paleo-artist of modern times.

First stamp showing a

The first stamp illustrating the fossil remains of an extinct ancestor of humans came, 
appropriately, from Tanzania, the 'cradle of mankind', in December 1965. 

In a set of 14 definitives showing animals, landscapes and episodes in the 
development of the country, a 1.30s value showed the skull of zinjanthropus (later 
renamed paranthropus) and its place of excavation in the Olduvai Gorge. 

Paranthropus lived between 2.3 and 1.2 million years ago, and may have been the 
first hominid to use stone tools. 

The skull was 
discovered in 1959 by 
the British 
paleoanthropologist 
Mary Leakey, one 
of the world's 
most famous 
fossil-hunters, who 
spent much of her 
career working at 
Olduvai with her 
husband Louis. 

She was honoured 
with a British stamp

First stamps 
on human 
evolution, 
1967 

The first set of stamps 
illustrating human evolution 
were issued by Cuba in March 
1967. Seven designs each 
showed a skull fragment of a 
major stage in human 
development, and an artist's 
impression of the species. 

Two stamps featured homo 
habilis, which lived 2.8 to 
1.5 million years ago, and 
australopithecus, which became 
extinct about two million years 
ago, remains of both of which 
were found in eastern Africa. 

Two more depicted 
pithecanthropus and 
sinanthropus, both belonging to 
the Homo erectus group, which 
lived between 1.9 million and 

700.000 million years ago and 
were unearthed in Java and 
China respectively. 

The fifth stamp showed 
Neanderthal man, which 
became extinct as recently as 

40.000 years ago, and whose 
remains have been found in 
Europe, Asia and North Africa. 
Neanderthal's DNA differs by 
just 0.12% from Homo sapiens, 
and it may even have had a 
larger brain. 

Two further stamps 
illustrated Homo sapiens in the 
shape of Cro-Magnon man, the 
early modern humans who 
lived in Europe in the Upper 
Paleolitic period, from 500,000 
to 10,000 years ago. 
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First stamps 
showing fossilised 
footprints, 1970 

In January 1970, Lesotho issued a set of five 
stamps depicting the fossilised footprints of 
prehistoric animals. 

Lesotho has some of the largest concentrations of 
dinosaur footprints in the world, the earliest finds 
having been made by 19th-century missionaries. 
Those illustrated here were found at Moyeni. 

There are many things paleontologists can learn 
from such tracks, including the size of an animal, 
whether it walked on two or four legs, the speed at 
which it could move and whether it travelled in 
herds or alone. 
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First stamp booklets 
featuring fossils, 1992 

Thailand was the first country to issue paleontology 
stamps in booklets, in January 1992. 

The booklets contained five 2b stamps sharing the 
same design, showing the excavation of dinosaur 
fossils and their skeletons, which were part of a set of 
four marking the centenary of the Department of 
Mineral Resources. 

Eight months later, Sweden issued a booklet of eight 
stamps in four different designs illustrating prehistoric 
animals. 




First postal stationery 
featuring fossils, 1970 

Fossils appeared for the first time on postal stationery when Poland 
issued a postal card in June 1970 to mark the 50th anniversary of its 
Geological Institute. 

The imprinted stamp showed the fossil of an extinct ammonite, and 
the Institute's building was also depicted on the card. A special 
postmark illustrated a trilobite, a marine arthropod which lived 
around 450 million years ago. 




NStYTUT etOlOSICZNY 
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First miniature sheet of a 
prehistoric animal, 1971 

Along with a set of eight 
stamps featuring 
prehistoric animals, mostly 
dinosaurs, Manama issued 
the first miniature sheet on 
the theme in 1971. 

The stamp itself depicted 
a woolly mammoth, 

Elephas primigenius, a 
species which lived from 
2.5 million years ago to 
11,700 years ago, while 
several dinosaur species 
were illustrated by line-drawings in the border. 

This issue has only appendix status in Stanley Gibbons catalogues.

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First self-adhesives 
showing dinosaurs, 1993 

The first self-adhesive stamps 
illustrating prehistoric animals were 
issued by Australia in October 1993, 
in coils and booklets. 

They showed the flying reptile 
ornithocheirus and the small 
herbivore leaellynasaura, both on 
45c values. 

These stamps were part of a mini- 
omnibus issue which also included 
simultaneous issues from Canada 
and New Zealand. 




First 3D stamps showing 
dinosaurs, 2009 



The first stamps with three- 
dimensial images of dinosaurs 
and fossils came from South 
Africa in 2009, in an issue 
comprising miniature sheets of 
four and six stamps. 

Each se-tenant pair depicts the 
skeleton of a certain species of 
dinosaur alongside an artist's 
impression of how the creature 
may have looked. 

The three-dimensional effect 
was created by using anaglyphs: 
stereo images printed in two 
colours, which require special 
viewing glasses. 




First vending 
machine labels of 
dinosaurs, 1998 

The first vending machine labels depicting 
dinosaurs were issued in April 1998, by Singapore. 

Sheets of 15 self-adhesive labels, in three 
different designs, 
depicted 
pentaceratops, 
apatosaurus and 
albertosaurus. Non- 
denominated, they 
were valid only for 
local letters 
weighing 
up to 20g. 

They were sold 
exclusively via the 
ATM terminals of 
the Oversea- 
Chinese Banking 
Corporation, and 
were therefore 
designed with 
exactly the same 
dimensions 
(156mm x 74mm) 
as a $50 note. 
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First luminous stamps 
of dinosaurs, 2014 



Hong Kong issued set of six stamps in February 2014, 
which were printed with a luminous effect. When you 
turn the lights off, the dinosaurs glow in the dark! 



First lenticular stamp

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Q. How to Build a Good Stamp Collection? 
A. (Hint) If it's easy - maybe it is TOO easy... 

1 0+ 'TOP TIPS' for Successful Collecting 

As many of you know I made the decision to give up collecting 
when I started full-time in the trade 43 years ago. But here's what 
I perceive as a mistake I made in terms of re-sale value and in 
enjoyment. If you are not bothered about VALUE then you don't 
need to read further... 



What I collected then was easy to source. It was 
good quality. They were (and still are) lovely stamps 
but they would be worth less now than when I col* 
lected and that's more than 40 years ago. The basic 
mistake I made then was thinking that *easy" made 
for a good stamp collection. Yes, 'easy' made for a 
lovely collection but 1 could buy those same stamps 
- in the SAME quality ~ from any number of differ- 
ent sources. I still can today ... so if I can buy them 
easily today - will their value have appreciated? Has 
demand for what is/was easily available increased? 
The answer is a firm NO. 

TIP As an 'aside'. In particular be wary ofinertia' sell- 
ing delivery systems — where you pay on direct debit 
/ standing order system / monthly invoice. These sys* 
terns usually hide the highest mark-ups in our in- 
dustry and the lowest recovery value when it comes 
to sale. You are going to find this story particularly 
incredible - but about 13 years ago I was once called 
to clear a house-full of stamps. The owner had died 
leaving many lOO's of unowned New Issue deliv- 
ery envelojyeE. I opened one of the oldest envelopes. 
Inside was a note from the supplier saying sorry they 



had not delivered the MINT 1929 PUC £1 ! All well, 
I thought ''such is life” — the collection included both 
mint Wembleys + literally masses more. Imagine my 
surprise when the next envelope opened included a 
MINT PUC £1 with a note saying ‘‘we found one for 
you" (and then the realisation that this High Value 
stamp had lain inside the same envelope for so long 
that it had a large brown 'nist-spoC on the reverse! 

Returning to subject: So, what forms the basis of 
a GOOD stamp collection if I want ^resale VALUE’? 

TIP I). The answer is, as usual, a combination of fac- 
tors ,,, BUT, if you think in terms of desirability and 
then dial in quality ... this makes for a collection 
that others will wish to purchase. Of course collect- 
ing means that some of the stamps you source will be 
easily available ... but if ALL the stamps you collect 
are easily available and on average they cost very 
little each ... then you may have l,000"s of different 
stamps whose value lies in the actual handling cost 
of the supplier - not in their intrinsic value. So when 
it comes to selling this may result in little / no inter- 
est. Of course it goes without saying TIP - Always 
collect the Best quality that you can afford.

2) . Sadly in some senses, the Philatelic World has 
changed. Gone are the days when in 1980 100,000 
different Collectors descended upon the 1980 Inter- 
national Stamp Exhibition at Earls Court, I know be- 
cause I was there. An International Stamp Show in 
the 'west' today may be lucky to see 10,000 visitors, A 
stamp fair today in a local village / town may be lucky 
to see 30 visitors let alone 20 actual buyers when 
you consider that 15 dealers may have travelled to 
such a venue — is it any surprise that many Collec- 
tors may see the same stamps they saw at that same 
venue a month before? 

3) . No, the answer is that Stamp Collecting is alive 
and well - stamps shops are all but defunct ~ but 
'underground' - on-line, by mail-order and at auction 
things are still 'humming' depending upon whom you 
are dealing with. So, let's look at potentially / proba- 



bly the biggest sourcing area of the hobby apart from 
retail which is fairly self-explanatory ... and that is 
bidding / buying at Stamp Auction. 

4). Nowadays there are three types of stamp 
auction; - Pure Internet / Public - (including on-line 
bidding) / Postal (Mail-Bid Sales - including on-line). 
Each has its strengths and weaknesses. Let's start 
with Pure Internet live auctions, I won't mention 
names but in some senses these are today's equiva- 
lent of the 'Wild West'. As fast as these internet Giants 
catch up with the some of the crooks using them, the 
crooks move a step ahead many internet bidders 
using them are 'hooked', 

TIP 4a). They have become 'live auction obsessed' 
unwilling/ not capable of looking elsewhere— thinking 
that bidding/ buying this way guarantees value which 
it does not. What happens when they come to sell?

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Making music 

Music is an important cultural theme, if not an overtly visual one. In the first of a 
new series, we review how it has been represented on Great Britain's stamps

T he part that music plays in 
our lives is so richly 
reflected in British stamps 
that a substantial presentation 
could be made of the theme. 

There are many stamps, in which 
a musical instrument can be 
identified, even where music is not 
the main subject. For example a 
tuba and sousaphone appear on 
one of the 1965 Salvation Army 
stamps, bagpipes and a harp on 
two of 1976 British Cultural 
Traditions set, drums on two of the 
1982 Youth Organisations issue and 
a violin on a 1984 British Council 
design. The latter also illustrates 
sheet music, for The Midsummer 
Marriage by Sir Michael Tippett. 

Various Christmas issues also 
show angels playing instruments 
and people singing carols, while 
one stamp in the 1980 London 
Landmarks set illustrated the 
Royal Opera House in London. 

However, the celebration of 
specific individuals has been 
largely piecemeal. The first 
composer to be honoured was 
Ralph Vaughan Williams, 
portrayed on one stamp in the 1972 
Anniversaries set; the only rock 
band to be depicted in performance 
was Queen, courtesy of a stamp in 
the Entertainers' Tale set of 1999; 
and the first opera singer hailed on

a stamp was Kathleen Perrier, as 
recently as 2012. 

Perhaps surprisingly, only a 
handful of issues have been 
devoted entirely to music. 

The first was the 1980 British 
Conductors issue, commemorating 
Sir Henry Wood, the founder of the 
annual BBC Proms concert series in 
1895, Sir Thomas Beecham, the 
founder of the Royal Philharmonic 
Orchestra in 1946, Sir Malcolm 
Sargent, chief conductor of The 
Proms for almost 20 years from 
1948, and Sir John Barbirolli, the 
musical director of Manchester's 
Halle Orchestra from 1943-70. 

In 1985 the Europa theme of 
European Music Year was 
celebrated with illustrations 
representing the most famous 
works of four British composers: 



George Frideric Handel's Water 
Music, Gustav Holst's Planets Suite, 
Frederick Delius' The First Cuckoo 
and Edward Elgar's Sea Pictures. 

Delius himself would later be 
portrayed in the 2012 Britons of 
Distinction set, and other 
composers to be honoured in a 
similar way in recent years have 
been Henry Purcell in 2009 and 
Benjamin Britten in 2013. 

In 2006, the Europa theme of 
Integration encouraged Royal Mail 
to bring together a diverse range of 
musical instruments from different 
cultures in a five-stamp set entitled 
Sounds of Britain. 

It showed a sitar player, a maraca 
player, a reggae bass guitarist and 
African drummer, a fiddler and 
harpist, and a saxophone player 
and blues guitarist.

Only two teams of British 
composers have been given 
fulsome treatment by Royal Mail, 
and both are national institutions 
with international appeal: Gilbert 
& Sullivan and The Beatles. 

The comic operas created jointly 
by the librettist William Gilbert 
and the composer Arthur Sullivan 
were honoured in a set of five 
stamps in 1992, on the 150th 
anniversary of Sullivan's birth. 

Appropriately jaunty and 
colourful designs celebrated some 
of the most popular of the 13 works 
in their canon. The Yeomen of the 
Guard, The Gondoliers, The Mikado, 
The Pirates of Penzance and lolanthe, 
all of which have rarely been out of 
production either professionally or 
by amateur aficionados since late 
Victorian times. 

By 2007 The Beatles, the most 



popular pop band ever, merited a 
total of 10 stamps, of which the six 
self-adhesive counter sheet designs 
demanded most attention, with 
their irregular shapes suggesting a 
ragged pile of vinyl records. 

The album covers shown on the 
tops of the piles were With The 
Beatles, Sergeant Pepper's Lonely 
Hearts Club Band, Help!, Abbey Road, 
Revolver and Let It Be, in all cases 
portraying the band members 
George Harrison, John Lennon, 
Paul McCartney and Ringo Starr. 

The accompanying miniature 
sheet focused on Beatles 
memorabilia, including a guitar 
and a vinyl record. 

Free-form self-adhesive stamps 

were again used for the Classic 
Album Covers set in 2010, with the 
disc appearing to stick out of the

Continued from Page 101: How to Build a Good Stamp Collection? 



Perhaps then they realise that only some of what 
they may have glistening is 'gold'* Indiscriminate 
internet auction bidders bu 5 ring 1,000's of low price 
items ... may have spent large sums IN TOTAL ... 
but may not have created desirable collections. The 
cost of a low priced item is the labour and cost of 
selling it. Nothing changes when that item comes to 
being re-sold. 

TIP 5). Now let’s look at Public Auction. Yes — you 
will be hard pressed to find a Public Stamp Auction 
that does not accept on-line / live internet bidding. As 
with 'Pure Internet' stamp sales - and perhaps even 
more so - 'Caveat Emptor' (buyer beware becomes 
even more the mantra. Generally individual lots may 
have higher average values so that lots offered are of- 
ten higher value collections, accumulations or higher 
value sets / singles / rarities. Such auctions are the 
haunts' of dealers and astute buyers , . . but risk is at- 
tached, plus the absence of guarantees and the per- 
nicious unpleasant buyer's premium + other charges 
which at certain auctions can convert a £1000 stamp 
purchase into as much as an invoice for £1,300. 

TIP 5a). There are bargains to be had - but it is very 
much a 'big boys' playing field. Some of these auctions 
deliberately under-estimate lots that they know are 
worth far more ... so that they can then have the du- 
bious pleasure of publicising that a £1,000 estimated 
lot realised £10,000, when perhaps their knowledge 
suggested it should have been estimated at upwards 
of £5,000 in the first place ... (hence - how wonderful 
they are). 

TIP 5b). For certain types of lots such as actual Col- 
lections offered fairly intact the absence of guaran- 
tee combined with unreliable estimate means that 
for those who do not physically view a Public Stamp 
Auction and bid 'blind' “ this is a dangerous place to 
be. Of course this may work to the advantage of an 
astute bidder who is actually present to physical- 
ly view lots in the auction room. Historically that 
person was usually a Dealer. Perhaps less so these 
days. 

TIP 6). Finally wa come to look at Postal Auc- 
tions/ Mail-Bid Sales. First I must profess that I 
have an interest in a Mail-Bid / Postal Auction Sale. 
My company U P A conducts the largest postal auc- 
tions in the UK... Wliat should the Collector or Deal- 
er be looking for here? 

TIP 6a). Most good Postal Auctions including U P A 
offer Collectors a No Quibble Refund Guarantee 
(NQRG) ... andby'NoQuibble'lDiean iVOQUIBRLE . 
Look for this — it is crucial. You are probably not 



actually seeing the stamps before bidding ... so no 
guarantee would mean unacceptable risk. 

TIP 6b). Unlike Public Auctions most Postal Auctions 
'break* many collections into smaller 'collector-sized' 
units so that you may find what you seek without 
having to purchase what you do not need - it follows 
that most of the stamps in most postal auctions may 
be owned by the company presenting the auction. It is 
not viable to sell low priced lots on a commission ba- 
sis. Ask yourself why you may be asked to pay a buy- 
er's premium? Is it actually a Vendor's lot or owned 
by ‘The House'? 

TIP 6c). The Buyer's Premium was introduced to 'split' 
cost between buyer and seller so that a 'low' seller's 
commission looks attractive (if you forget about the 
premium the buyer is paying for the seller's stamps). 
Be aware of this or deal with auction.s not charging a 
buyer's premium. You are in control. You can bid any- 
where that you find what you seek - but it is good to be 
aware and informed. 

TIP 6d). Prices Realised are IMPORTANT. For some 
unknown reason — even some larger Postal / Mail-Bid 
Auctions still do not produce lists of what their lots 
sold for after the auction. Look for auctions provid- 
ing this feature — it provides reassurance combined 
with a trackable 'snapshot* of current market values 
PLUS what is selling and what is not selling. You can 
learn such a lot fi^om 'Prices Realised' — I study them 
each day. 

TIP 7). Credit Cards. 75% of some auction sales are 
settled by credit / debit card. The Biggest in the land 
has no need to charge you for use of them ... Sheer 
volume of business accesses lowest rates. Why are you 
paying a premium to use your card? Is the supplier 
making a profit upon the extra % you are charged to 
use your card? 

TIP 8). Look for unique 'Collector friendly' benefits 
that turn the disadvantage of lots not being sold to 
your advantage. U P A, for example, has for the past 
15 years offered their Unique Reducing Estimate 
System (URES) whereby lots are increasingly re- 
duced in estimate price till sold - some have reached 
one penny and then sold. Approaching one million 
lots have been offered through this system. 

TIP 9). Cost of Delivery is one of the most annoying 
hidden costs that collectors absolutely abhor. Look 
for transparency in this area. 

TIP 10). Beware the Seller / Auction NOT including 
Insurance when sending your winnings. 



And Finally We come to choice ... and mind-set ? 

TIP Without Choice we have nothing. So it follows that you need substantial choice to form a good, 
even great, stamp collection. You cannot do business when each time you Visit’ all you see is what 
you have seen before - stagnating stocks offered at prices that ensure continued stagnation. If 
choice is limited you’ll never find philatelic items you need - or even that you were unaware of 
their existence. That’s the joy of collecting. The thrill of the unexpected, the chance find. You need 
dealers that want to help and auctions that wish to serve - so, in stamps ‘attitude is all’. 

So when you’re searching for a stamp auction compare it against your list above of what to 
look for and if and when you’re offered a ‘No Risk Free Trial’ ... please turn to P. 31 -take it Now ♦

In Piiit 3 (Volume 3} of ‘Selling 
your Stmiips’ we discussed iJ^e 
importance of selecting iJie right 
dealeis/orgauisatioiis to approach 
and ensuring the choice of those with 
rrajisparent modus openmdi. 

Here in Part 4 of ‘Selling your Stamps* 
we'll discuss the potential advantages 
juid disad\^aiitages of sellhig through 
auclion on your own account. 

Remember we previously discussed 
the importance of knowing the 
strengtli of youi' collection. Tills is 
never more important than when 
making the decision to consign youi* 
stamps to auction. We have touched 
upon this in previous ‘Stamp Tips of 
the Trade'. The most important thing 
to remember - is 'who bays complete 
sUmip collections at auction?' 

Collectors want to buy stamps that 
are missing from their collections: 
Dealers want to buy complete 
collections to break out individual 
stamps/sets to supply to collectors. By 
breaking collections into indi\idu^ 
ptirts dealers add value/profi t. When 
you consign your collection as one lot 
to auction - 9 times out of 10 .... it is 
a dealer that will be buying it. Unless 
you are a collector that purchases 
collections, extract the stamps you 
need, and sell on the rest - you will be 
looking to buy^ specifi c stamps, sets or 
smidl Tuns'. 

So what is v\Tong with consigning 
stamps to auction? Nothing, if it is 
die righl kind of stamps. For example 
- you need to '(ink’ the auctioneer 
selected as to what he/she is actually 
going to do with your stamps. Let's 
give yon an cyomiple. A few weeks 
ago we purchased a ‘Birds' thematic 
roUertion from public auction. We 



paid the auctioneer exa(':rly &l9i L50- 
... but the actual price fj\e stamps were 
'knocked down' to us was exactly 
iSOO^. 'file buyer's premium was 
2(x4375% - iU\d t hat w-as be foi e t he 
increase in If we purchased the 
same collection today - the hnyer's 
premium w^ould be 27% !

The Tunniesf thitig of all was that 
the auction does not even pack your 
purchases we had to pay another 
for a company to collect the 
stamps, package them and deliver 
them to us by parcel delivery! 



The point is that unless your 
collection includes valuable stamp.s/ 
sets that the auetkmeer ji^iees iu 
extract and offer individually you 
are pacing ^in enonnous percentage 
of the value of your stamps for that, 
auction to sell to dealers.

Sincerest form of flattery 

The United States' Special Delivery service was the envy of other countries by 
the 1920s, and much imitated. Even down to the design of its stamps... 

■ Report by John Winchester 

T he perception that life moves at 
a faster pace in the United States 
is upheld by a study of the 
country's Special Delivery stamps. 

The first of the breed, issued in 1885, 




depicting a running messenger boy 
clutching a letter. On an upgraded 
design of 1902, his enthusiasm was 
augmented by extra speed, as he was 
provided with a bicycle, which he was 
depicted cycling with gusto. 

When Irving Glover was appointed 
Postmaster by incoming President 
Warren Harding in 1920, however, his 
determination to reflect the growing 
modernity of the postal service made 
him no enthusiast for pedal power, and 
the Bureau of Engraving & Printing 
was charged with creating a more 
up-to-date image. 

The postman duly took possession of 
a powerful motorcycle, possibly an 
Indian or Harley-Davidson, which he

parked outside his customer's elegant 
house before knocking at the door. 
Issued in July 1922, the design 
suggested the perfect balance between 
speed and efficiency on one hand, and 
customer satisfaction on the other. 

Apparently, this was the envy of other 
countries, because when the Dominican 
Republic issued its own Special 
Delivery and Express Delivery stamps 
in 1925-27 it copied the design almost 
precisely. 

Comparing the two stamps alongside 
each other has all the hallmarks of a 
spot-the-difference competition: not 
only are the postman and customer 
familiar, but also the bike, the doorway, 
the windows, even the shrubbery! 

Doubtless this riased heckles in the 
US Post Office Department, but its 
riposte was dignified one-upmanship. 

It quickly issued a new design 
upgrading the motorbike to a van. ■
